Bishops March in Street to 
Moolah Temple. 


YOUNGEST IN THE FRONT 


Bishop Tuttle at End of Line— 
Communion Service at Christ 
Church Cathedral. 


The forty-fourth triennial general] con- 
vention of the Protestamt Episcopal 


Church in the United States of Ameri- 
ca, meeting in St. Louis for the first 
time in the 132 years of the church’s 
history, assembled this morning in Moo- 
lah Temple, 3821 Lindell boulevard. It 
will remain in session 15 days or longer. 

A procession of Bishops, including the 
heads of dioceses in al] parts of the 
United States and a number of foreign 
missionary fields, and Bishops of the 
Church of England and the Anglican 
Church in Canada, present as fraternal 
delegates, moved from the western en- 
trance of the building, along the roped- 
off pavement of McPherson avenue, 19 
the front entrance, where it entered the 
temple. 

A large gathering, along the street, 
stood with bared heads while the line 
of 122 bishops, in vestments, moved 
sioWly toward the entrance of the build- 
ing. The bishops wore black robes, with 
white sleeves and white stoies. Here 
end there was seen a purple cap, mark- 
ing its wearer as one of the High 
Church party. 
capes, the different hues representing 
the colleges and universities from which 
they hold scholastic or honorary de- 
G1 ees. 


Bishops in uble File. 
The bishops marched two by two, 


those more recently consecrated coming 
first, and the place of honor, at the 
end of the line, being occupied by 
Bishop Daniel Sylvester Tuttle of St 
Louis, who celebrated last week the 
fiftieth anniversary of his election. He 
is presiding bishop of the church, and 
he was, in addition, the preacher of the 
sermon -at the opening se&sion of the 
| cenvention, 

As they reached the entrance, the 
Bishops halted, fell back to right and 
left, and formed a Hne, through which 
Bishop Tuttle and the two English Bish- 
ops proceeded into the building. The 
other Bishops, in the order of seniority, 
then fell in line behind the British vis- 
itors and entered the hall. 

The hall was closely packed, contain- 
ing the 610 members of the House of 
Deputies, and many members of the 
woman's auxiliary and of the clergy not 
officially chosen as delegates. St. Louis 
ministers and laymen, so far as they 
could obtain cards of admission, were 
also present. 

As the Bishops’ entered, the utmost 
stillness prevailed, until the vested chotr, 
made up of choirs from all the St. Lou!s 
Episcopal churches, began the singing 
of “Ancient of Days.'’ This hymn and 
“Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God Almighty,” 
were sung as the Bishops walked to 
their assigned places on the stage. 

Bishop Tuttle’s sermon was preceded 
by a service which followed the church's 
regular order of morning prayer. Those 
who took part in this service were the 
Rev. Alexander Mann of Boston, presi- 
dent of the House of Deputies: the 
Rev. Henry Anstice of New York, secre- 
tary of the Deputies; the Right Rev..

10 AEE ROUSEVELT 


FROM ST. LOUIS 


Republican Western Headquar- 
ters Says Colonel Will Not 
Speak Here on Oct. 17. 


Col, Theodore Roosevelt will not speak 
here Oct. 17, as was announced yes- 
terday by the speakers’ bureau of West- 
ern Republican headquarters at Chicago. 

A revised itinerary was made public 
last night by the speakers’ bureau, can- 


4,celing the St. Louis date without. ex- 


planation. No other change was made, 
giving the Colonel a jump from Louis- 
ville to Albuquerque on a route which 
could take him through St. Louis with 
plenty of time for a stop. 

The notice sent out last night revis- 
ing the itinerary contains this para- 
graph: 

“In the Roosevelt itinerary as given 
out today and printed in the evening 
papers, it was said that Col. Roosevelt 
will speak in St. Louis on Oct. 17. This 
is an error. There will be no speech by 
Col. Roosevelt in St. Louis on that 
date.’’ 

Although the reason for the cancella- 
tion of the St. Louis date is not given. 
it has been generally felt by Republican 
leaders in St. Louis that the Colonel's 
vigorous public attacks on “hyphe- 
nates’’ and upon the President’s po!l- 
icy toward Germany have alienated 
much of the so-called German-Ameri- 
can vote from the Republican party. 
Campaigner Here to Keep German- 

Americans in Line for Hughes, 

Adolphe Danziger, an attorney of Los 
Angeles and former United States Con- 
sul at Madrid, who is in St. Louis to 
deliver a series of political speeches in 
behalf of the candidacy of Charles 
Evans Hughes, at the request of the 
Republican National Committee, told « 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that he is 
in the Middle West ‘‘to undo any bad 
effect that Roosevelt's speeches have 
undoubtedly had on the minds of Ger- 
man-Americans.”’ 

“Roosevelt is a brilliant man and an 
ardent American,’ Danziger said, “but 
his speeches, in which he refers to a 
body of gopd citizens as hyphenated 
traitors and murderers, are alienating 
a large number of voters who do not 
understand the fact that Roosevelt is 
not expressing the views of Mr. 
Hughes. 

“In California we have worked un- 
tiringly with Gov. Johnson to deliver 
the solid Progressive vote to Mr. 
Hughes, but I find that Germans in

GERMAN CASUALTIES IN WAR 
TO DATE ARE 3,556,018 


Complation From Official 
Shows Losses for September 
Were 170,654. 

LONDON, Oct. 11.—German casuaities 
from the beginning of the war to the 
end of September were 3,556,018, accord- 
ing to an official) British compilation 
given out here today. The statement 
says: 

“A report compiled from German of- 
ficial casualty list shows the total Ger- 
man casualties in September as 179,654, 
bringing up the totals since the war 
from the same source to 3,656,018." 

The statement says the casualties re- 
ported in September include 32,232 dead 
and 32,268 prisoners and missing. The 
total is said to include 870,182 dead and 
428,829 prisoners and missing. The fig- 
vres do not include naval casualties or 
casualties among the colonial troops.

ERMAN OFFICIALS 
SAY SUBMARINE’S 
RAID WAS LEGAL 


Mention Allies’ Patrol. as Prece- 
dent for Activities Off 
U. S.. Coast. 


BERLIN, Oct. 10, by wireless to the 
Associated Press, to Tuckerton, Oct. 11. 
—The German -submarine raid off 
the American coast, according to the 
firm conviction in Admiralty and For- 
oe ce circles, undoubtedly was 
conducted in full accordance with 
the recognized rules of cruiser warfare 
and with the German understandings 
with the United States not to sin 
ships without warning and without mak- 
ing adequate provision for the safety of 
passengers and crews. 

The decision of the American court in 
the case of the British steamer Appam, 
which was awarded to her British own- 
ers after being taken into Norfolk by a 
German prize crew, makes it impracti- 
cable to send prizes into American ports. 
Submarine commanders, therefore, have 
no option except to destroy them. 

It is assumed here that the Ameri- 
can Government has no ground for ob- 
jection to the operations of submarin*’s 
in such prdximity to the American 
coast,. since the German warships are 
merely following the example of Great 
Britain and her allies, which have kept 
watch off the American coast. 


LANSING FINISHES 
U-BOAT. DISCUSSION 
WITH PRESIDENT 


Secretary of State Departs for 
Capital, Refusing to Reveal 
Conclusions. 

LONG BRANCH, N. J., Oct. 1L—Sec- 
retary Lansing, declining to discuss his 
conference last night with President 
Wilson on the German submarine activ- 
ity off the American coast, left here 

today for Washington. ‘ 

Officials here declared there was no 
statement to be made regarding Mr. 
LAnsing’s visit beyond the fact that he 
and the President had discussed the 
submarine situation very fully. It was 
reiterated that on the basis of reports 
so far received no grounds had been 
found for drastic action. So far as the 
Government now knows, it was said, the 
rules of international law were followed 
in the recent submarine attacks. 

It was understood, however, that the 
President and Secretary Lansing dis- 
cussed the wisdom of pointing out to 
Germany the inadvisability of operating 
her submarines in close proximity to the 
territorial waters of the United States. 

In discussions of the submarine at- 
tacks Sunday, officials here referred to 
diplomatic correspondence between the 
United States and Great Britain begin- 
ning in 1914, tn which the American 
Government protested against the pe- 
trolling of the American coast outside 
the three-mile limit by British watghips. 
This was pointed to as providing a pre- 
cedent for protesting against the prox- 
tmity of German submarines to the 
American coast. 

In the correspondence with Great 
Britain the United States took the po: 
sition that it always had maintatned 
that patrolling by belligerent cruisers in 
“close proximity’’ to ports of the 
United States was inconsistent with 
the treatment to be expected from th» 
vessels of a friendly Power in time of 
war. Great Britain did not admit the 
legal correctness of the position of tha 
United States, but promised to do 
everything possible toe avoid annoying 
American shipping.

BETTING FAVORITE IN LAST 6 
PRESIDENTIAL ELECTIONS WON 


Majority of Both Electoral and Pop- 
ular Vote Given to [andidate 
Bettors Picked. 


A record of the betting odds in the 
last six presidential elections has been 
compiled by the Post-Dispatch from its 
files. Comparison of this record with 
the vote cast shows that, in every case, 
the betting favorite won a majority of 
the electoral vote, and the majority of 
the popular vote as well. , 

In 1892, when President Harrison 
sought re-election, and was opposed’ by 
Grover Clevelarid, Harrison was the 
favorite at first, but the betting rate 
soon went down to even money, and in 
the last week of the campaign Cleve- 
land was an odds-on favorite. He was 
elected by 277 electoral votes to Harri- 
son’s 146. 

In each of the five later elections, one 
candidate has been heavily favored. 
Bryan began running for President in 
1896, and the odds on McKinley that 
year were 1 to 4 against, and the elec- 
toral vote 271 to 176 in McKinley's. favor. 
In 1900 the odds were even more favor- 
able to McKinley, who got 292 electoral 
votes to Bryan’s 155, In 1964, when Judge 
Parker ran against Roosevelt, a few 
hardened bettors made wagers at odds 
of 1 to 6. Roosevelt got 336 electoral 
votes and Parker 140. In 198 the odds 
in favor of Taft were 1 to 5 or 6 against, 
and he beat Bryan by 321,electoral votes 
to 162. In 1912, with three major candi- 
dates, Wilson was the favorite, with 
odds of 1 to 5 against, while the odds on 
Roosevelt were 5 to 1 to 10 to 1 against, 
and on Taft 10 to 1 to % to 1 against. 
Even money was offered that Roosevelt 
would run ahead of Taft. The electoral 
vote was: W, n, 435; Roosevelt, 88; 
Taft, 8. '

* Assistant Fire Chief Frank Dunsford, 
testifying this afternoon at the Chris- 
tian Brothers College fire inquest, was 
the first fire department official to admit 
that. he ordered firemen into the base- 
ment near the point where six were 
killed. by a falling wall. 

Dunsford said that about 10:4 a. m., 
nearly an hour before the collapse, he 
ordered men of Engine Company No, 43 
to carry a line of hose into the base- 
ment of the west wind.

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U.S. REFUSAL 10 
BAR SUBMARINES 
IS MADE PUBLIC 


Pore 
Note Says Allies Have Cited No 
Sufficient Reason to Keep 
Them From Ports. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11—The Ameri- 
cah memorandum on the use of neutral 
waters by belligerent submarines, the 
text of which was made pwblic by the 
State Department last night, declares 
the allies have failed to show why such 
vessels should be denied the entrance 


to neutral ports and that no circum- 
stances have been set for:h making the 
usual provisions of international law 
inapplicable to underwater craft. 

The United States reserves complete 
liberty of action in dealing with bellig- 
erent submarines. 

No specific mention of the Deutsch- 
land is made,in the memorandum, 4l- 
though the allied communication is un- 
derstood to have been prompted by the 
failure of the United States to consider 
that vessel as having any characteristica 
making her status different from the or- 
dinary merchantman. Surprise is ex- 
pressed ‘‘that there appears to be an 
endeavor on the part of the allied Pow- 
ers to determine the rule of action’’ in 
respect to the use of submarines, and 
at the suggestion that there is great 
danger in permitting neutral submarines 
to visit waters that may be visited by 
belligerent submarines. 

The Government declares that “re- 
sponsibility for any conflict that may 
ar.se between belligerent warships and 
neutral submarines on aecount of the 
reglect of a belligerent to so distinguish 
between these classes of submarines 
must rest entirely upon the negligent 
Pcwers.”’

Five Abandoned Lifehoats Found—

NEWPORT, R. IL, Oct. 11.—The 
finding of five abandoned  ship’s 
boats by the Spanish steamer Anto- 
nio Lopez, reported in a radio mes- 
Sage relayed tO the naval station 
here today by the Nantucket Shoals 
Lightship, was considered in naval 
circles as suggesting a pogsible trace 
of the crew of the steamship Kings- 
tonian, reported torpedoed by a Ger- 

man submarine on Sunday. 

Search for the crew had been sus-/ 
pended by the naval authorities, who 
doubted whether the submarine’s vic- 
time included any vessel other than 
those whose crews had been brought 
to port. By some the message wag 
held to be far from conclusive evi- 
dence that a sixth vessel was sunk.

Made by Poor Immigrant 


Lorenzo Pittaluga Bought Lot Here for $17,000 in 


1879 Worth $283,500 Today—Was Maca- 
roni Maker Here, Died in Italian Villa. 


Lorenzo Pittaluga’s will, made in 


Switzerland in 1903 and filed here yes- 
terday in the Probate Court, discloses 
how an Italian immigrant made a for- 
tune through judicious investments in 
downtown real estate in St. Louis. 

Pittaluga, at his death in Italy, Aug. 
8, last, at the age of & years, owned 
part of the present site of the Mercan- 
tile Trust Co., at Eighth and Olive 
streets. He bought the lot, fronting 
31% feet on Locust street and 116 feet on 
Eighth street, for $17,000 in 1879. Today 
real estate experts say the property is 
worth $9000 a frent foot, or about $283,- 
500. 

When Pittaluga and two brothers im- 
ruigrated to the United States, shortly 
before the Civil War, about the only 
thing they owned was-the clothing they 
wore. They worked their way to Louis- 


ville. where Lorenzo’and one_ brother 
They 


Mercantile Trust Co., which obtained 
the lease tn 1999 when it purchased a 
48-foot lot adjoining on. the east, the 
total consideration being about $200,000. 
The lease has 63 years more to run.

Opened Macaroni Factory. 

With virtually no capital Lorenzo Pit- 
taluga came to St. Louis after the war 
and established, at Second street and 
Franklin avenue, what was said to have 
been the first macaroni factory west of 
New York. He began. in a small way, 
and before long his macaroni and spa- 
ghetti trade extended throughout the 
Mississippi Valley. 

Pittaluga amassed a comfortable for- 
tune in this business, and then sold out, 
determined to invest his earnings in real 
estate, 

At that time a two and one-half-story 
structure, occupied by the Clover Leaf 
Stables, occupied the 31%-foot site at the 
northeast corner of Eighth and Locust 
streets. The property then was owned 
by John B. Lucas. Pittaluga was ¢cer- 
tain that its purchase would be a good 
investment, but his subsequent action 
proves that he never suspected that the 
lot one day would be worth more than a 
quarter of a million. 

Purchase Included Building. 

He bought the stable property on Jan, 
17, 1879, paying about $530 a front foot 
for it, including the building. A year 
later, when the business trend began 
moving westward from Third and 
Fourth streets, Pittaluga leased the 
liighth and Locust corner to William D. f 
Griswold for ‘99 years, at an annual 
rental of $1500. 

Pittaluga also bought the southeast 
corner of Eleventh and St. Charles, the 
northwest corner of Fifteenth and Clark 
streets, and a home on the north side 
of Lindell boulevard, a few doors east 
of: Grand avenue, where he lived until 
1900, when doctors advised him to visit 
Fiuropean resorts for his health. He 
vas suffering again from stomach trou- 
tie, and he told his friends it was a re- 
currence of his Clivl War illness. 

Finding that his health was better in 
Europe, he returned to his old home, 
Chiavari, a village on the Riviera. Here 
he purchased an ancient villa, which he 
is said to have admired in boyhood, and 
converted it into a magnificent home.

Difficult to Get Passage on 
Train From Berlin to Con- 
stantinople.

Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Aug. 25.—An American who 
recently made the journey from Berlin 
to Constantinople on the celebrated 
Balkans express writes the following let- 
ter to the London Times: 

“Twice a week a train of seven cars 
pulls into Berlin. It is labeled in foot- 
high letters throughout al: its length 
‘Balkanzug.’ This is the much-lauded 
Berlin-Constantinople express, © which 
conveys military officers and officials 
to and from the Turkish capital. 

“The obtaining of a permit to travel 
on the Balkan express is a matter of ex- 
treme difficulty. Every passenger, aft- 
er a thorough examination, is provided 
with a train ticket lIike a passport, 
which, in fact, it really is. It bears the 
rortrait of the traveler and all partic- 
ulars of use to the police and the mill- 
tary. These particulars are written in 
German and Turkish. The train is a 
Turkish train when it is in Ottoman 
territory, but immediately it leaves it 
kecomes a German train. All the train 
eitendants are German. 

“With characteristic thoroughness the 
Teuton has effaced all the notices that 
were printed in English or French. For 
instance, the notices as to hot air for 
the heaters which: hitherto were printed 
in English, French and German, have 
been altered, the English and French 
being blacked out and a Turkish transla- 
tion added. All through the train there 
are notices warning travelers against 
talking of military matters and suggest- 
ing that spies are everywhere.

The stops 
are short, none longer than 2 minutes;

For the most part the trav- 
elers are German and Austrian officers 
and officials, but a few Turks use the 
train for journeys as far even as Berlin. 
“Running through Servia the most 
impressive signs of the German occu- 
pation were the encampments of the 
troops alongside the permanent way. 
There are huge notices up at all sta- 
tions warning the inhabitants to keep 
away from the railway. No one is

Jurisdiction of America Extends 
Onl? Three Miles From 
the Coasts. 


QUESTION AROSE BEFORE 


Jefferson Had Question Taken 
Up With Britain During 
Napoleonic Wars.

ITH reference to the waging of 
W undersea warfare by Germany, 

on this side of the Atlantic, the 
attitude of the United States must be 
determined primarily, however inconven- 
jent, by a recognition of the principle 
that the high seas may be freely used 
by belligerents upon which to carry on 
hostile operations; that so long as hos- 
tile acts are not committed within the 
three miles of territorial waters, ex- 
tending from the coasts of the United 
States, and so long as they conform 
generally to the laws of maritime war- 
fare, there can be no valid ground of 
objection on the part of the neutral 
state. 

Cruisers ‘of the allied Governments 
have been carrying on belligerent op- 
erations off the American coasts since 
the beginning of the war, which have 
differed from the present German op- 
erations only in a degree of violence. 
The allied warships have ‘destroyed no 
prizes, because allied ports into j3ghich 
prizes may be brought have been open 
to them in the Americas. Germany, on 
the other hand, hag no Available ports 
cn the Atlantic into which she may 
bring her prizes and this constitutes 
one of the conditions under which the 
rules of maritime warfare permit of 
All that the United 
States can insist upon is that the cap- 
tures and destructions be carried out 
in @ legal manner; that is, withWarn- 
ing and the assurance of safety to per- 
sons on board; and in compliance with 
the German pledges to this effect given 
to the United States. 

It is interesting to recall that this 
game question arose during President 
Jefferson's administration during the 
last great world war, and that Secretary 
of State Madison urged upon the two 
United States plenipotentiaries in Lon- 
don, Monroe and Pinckney, to take the 
matter up with the British Goverhment. 

“In defining the distance protected 
against belligerent proceedings,’’ he 
wrote, “it would not perhaps be unrea- 
sonable, considering the extent of the 
United States, the shoalness of their 
coast, and the natural indications fur- 
nished by the well-defined path of the 
gulf stream, to expect an immunity 
for the space between that limit and the 
American shore; but at least it may be 
insisted that the extent of neutral im- 
munity should correspond with the 
Claims maintained by Great Britain 
around her'territory. Without any par- 
ticular inquiry into the extent of these, 
it may be observed, first, that the Brit- 
ish act of Parliament in the year 1736, 
supposed to be that called the hover-' 
ing act, assumes for certain purposes 
of trade, the distance of four leagues 
(12 miles) from the shore; second, that 
it appears that both in the reign of 
James I and Charlies II, the security 
of commerce with British ports was pro- 
vided for by the express prohibition 
against the roving or hovering of bel- 
ligerent ships so near the neutral har- 
bors and coasts of Great Britain as +o 
disturb or threaten vessels homeward 
or outward bound, as well-.as against 
belligerent proceedings generally within 
en inconvenient approach towards Brit- 
ish territory.” : 


Yet in 1864 Secretary Seward argued 
for a very strict interpretation of neu- 
tral rights when France questioned the 
legality of the !mpending battle between 
the Alabarna and the Kearsarge off 
Cherbourg, France. 

The French Government, being warned 
that the Kearsarge was lying off the 
French coast waiting for the Alabama 
to leave the French harbor, adviser 
Mr. Dayton, the United States Minis- 
ter ,as follows: 

“That the distance to which the nev- 
tral right of an adjoining Governmert 
extended itself from the coast was uni- 
settied, and that the reason of the old 
rules, which assumé@d that three miles 
was the outermost reach of a cannon 
shot, no longer existed, and that, in a 
word, a fight on or about such a dis- 
tance from their coast would be of- 
fensive to the dignity of France and

Mr. Dayton replied that ‘‘no other rule 
than the three-mile rule was known or 
recognized as a principle of internation- 


al law.’’ ' 


The fight actually occurred eight vor 
nine miles off the French coast after 
Mr. Dayton had advised Capt. Winslow 
of the Kearsarge to sacrifice no advan- 
tage after his vessel had passed out of 
the three-mile strip of French territo- 
rial waters. Secretary Seward writing 
Mr. Dayton said: 


“I approve of your instructions ic 
Capt. Winsiow. It will be proper for 
you, nevertheless, while informing M. 
Drouyn de l’Huys (the French Foreign 
Secretary) that I do so in a spirit of 
courtesy toward France to go farther

Plants at Bayonne, N. J., Where 
Fight Occurre@d Last Night. 

BAYONNE, N. J.,. Oct. 11.—Virtu- 
ally all the’ police of this city are on 
guard about the planta of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co., the Tidewater Oil Co., 
Bergen Point Chemical Works and 
Vacuum ‘Oil Co,.at Constable Hook, 
where four policemen and nine riot- 
ers were wounded yesterday in a 
fight between the police and 1000 
strikers.

port with the main island, and today 
the smaller islet no longer exists as 
such but is a promontory, with the 
shores of Asia Minor less than 2% miles 
to the east. 

“The modern city is built in the form 
of an amphitheater around arhill which 
is crowned with the ruins of a fort dat- 
ing back to the time of the Genoese. The 
pepulation is estimated at 60,000, and 
the outstanding architectural feature of 
the place is a Greek college, which is 
attended by boys from the'entire Aegean 
coast. 

Name Written in .History. 

“Mytilene has written its name large 
on the pages of ancient history., Its 
golden age preceded the era of Pericles 
in Athens by more than a hundred 
years. The two outstanding names in 
its heyday of power and culture were 
Pittacus, the statesman, and Sappho, 
the poetess. The former, whose wise 
and beneficent reign of 10 years earned 
for him immortality as one of the Seven 
Sages of Greece, at the age of 39. had, 
with the aid of the brothers of the poet 
Aleaeus, overthrown the tyrant of the 
island. After slaying the Athenian 
commander Phyron in single combat, he 
was intrusted with despotic power by 
the Mytileneans. It was his life wor’ 
to maintain a balance of power between 
the nobles and the commons. Pittacus 
is famous for two of his favorite say- 
ings: ‘It is hard to be good’ and ‘Knows 
when to act.’ 

“The career of the great Mytilenean 
poetess has been so widely advertised 
through the ages by dramas and novels 
of a notorious nature that it is only 
necessary to recall the fact that recent 
research has tended to brighten to some 
extent a sadly tarnished reputation. The 
story of Sappho’s leap into the sea from 
the lofty Leucadian promontory, because 
of her unrequited love for Phaon, has 
never been proved. .While no one will 
contend that the gifted Lesbian’s mor- | 
als were impeccable, it is highly possi- 
ble that posterity has visited upon her 
head the sins of some of the pupils of 
her great poetic school. In any évent. 
her position as a poetess is unassailable. 
The ancients accorded her a place along- 
side Homer, designating her as ‘the 
poetess,” him as ‘the poet.’ Writers 
who followed her called her the ‘tenth 
Muse’ and ‘the miracle.’ The appella- 
tion, ‘the beautiful,’ which not infre- 
quently occurs, is said to have referred 
to her verses only, for personally she 
was small, dark and unprepossessing. 

Suffered for Revolt. 
e Shortly after the outbreak of the 
Peloponnessian War in the fifth cen- 
tury B. C., the ruling nobles of Mytilena 
forced the city to side with Sparta 
against the Athenians to whom they 
were under an agreement to furnigh a 
naval contingent. For this revolt the 
city suffered bitterly, and the story uf 
the punishment meted out to the rebels 
after a long siege is one of the most 
dramatic in Hellenic history. 

“Athens at the time of Mytilene’s ca- 
pitulation was still weeping for the 
matchless Pericles, he who on his death- 
bed considered it his greatest praise that 
‘he had never caused an Athenian to 
put on mourning,’ and the Government 
was in contro] of the mob element, led 
by such demagogues as Cleon. When 
the fate of the Mytileneans was present- 
ed ior discussion before the A*‘henian 
Assembly, Cleon proposed that all the 
men of the city, 6000 in number. should 
be slain, the women and children sold 
into slavery. The proposal was adopt- 
ed, und a ship dispatched to bear the 
Fentence to the conquered community. 
The next morning, however, reason and 
jugice returned and the Assembly has- 
tily rescinded the heartless decree. The 
fleetest trireme of the Athenian navv o 
was ordered to tis to overtake the first 
vessel, which had a %4 houre’ start. it

TOKIO, Oct. 11.—Fears of a section 
of the Japanese public, which have 
found an echo in the United States and 
China, that the coming into power of 
the new ministry presaged a warlike 
pelicy, were discussed frankly yester- 


day by Premier Count Seiki Terauchi, 
iu giving to the Associated Press the 
fitst statement he has made in regard 
tu the foreign policy of his administra- 
tion. The Premier gave expression in 
a sentence to the spirit which he de- 
clared would animate his dealings with 
other nations. It was the assertion 
that Japan would not take any aggres- 
sive step toward the, United States or 
any other country ‘sO long as Japan's 
vital interests and dignity are not in- 
fringed.” 

“Any idea that [I shall ‘wave the 
sword’ while I am Prime Minister of Vv 
Japan is based on a false comprelhen- 
sion of my career and a complete mis- 
conception of the Japanese Empire, its 
past and its hopes and ideals for the 
future,’’ he said.

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_ §TATE TAX REFORM. 
Missouri will not get effectual tax reform, as- 
suring equitable taxation, until the State's tax 
system is changed by the adoption of a consti- 
tutional amendment or a new Gonstitution. 
Fortunately, both parties are pledged to submit 
the: question of a new State Constitution at the 


| next session of the General Assembly. The ques- 


tion must be submitted if either party is victori- 
ous gt the polls. 

In the platforms of both parties a plank favor- 
ing the submissign of this question ‘was adopted. 
The Republican platform has a string tied to the 
pledge, because it provides that the submission 
be made in a form which will assure an equitable 
and just representation of all political parties in 
the constitutional convention. , 

The only way to, assure equitable taxation is to 
divide State and local taxation. When both are 
bound together as in our present inequitable sys- 
tem tax inequalities are inevitable. The State 
should select its objects of taxation and levy taxes 
for its revenues independently of local taxation. 
Then each locality can raise its own revenue from 
its own property, according to its needs. 

It is a matter of regret that the candidates on 
the State tickets are devoting so little attention 
to the question of tax reform and thé new Conat!- 
tution. The people of Missouri should be aroused 
to the necessity of ‘a new Constitution and the 
thorough revision of the tax system. The State 
is heavily handicapped by its present antiquated 
Constitution and its inequitable and unworkable 
tax system. 

The candidates are saying nothing about tax 
reform so far as it is possible under the present 
system. Not one of the candidates of either party 
is calling attention. to the existing inequalities or 
promising eorrectjon: of the evil so far as it is 
possible. 

By fairly apportioning the taxes and compell- 
ing “counties to meet their apportionment, the 
yBoard of Equalization could dé much to elim- 
inate existing discriminations in local assess- 
ments. In the Board of Bqualization are the Gov- 
ernor, Secretary of State, Attorney-General, Audi- 
tor and Treasurer. Everyone of the candidates 
for these offices should be pledged to use his 
Power a& far as it goes to prevent tax inequali- 
ties.

Should the American people repudiate Presi- 
dent Wilson at the pollg next month, they may 
take it fér.granted that the German Government 
will repudiate its submarine tices to the 
President. 

A resumption of ruthless submarine warfare 
on the part of Germany means a severance of 
diplomatic relations, and a severance of diplo- 
matic relations will in all probability result in 
war. 

There is no escape from the logic of the situa- 
tion. 

Do the American people want peace with Wil- 
son, or war .with Hughes? 

Ambassador Gerard has returned to the United 
States to give information to the Government of 
the submarine menace that is again hanging over 
the nation. The situatipn in Germany was vivid- 
ly described in a wireless dispatch printed in the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday from a staff correspon- 
dent -who ,accompaniéd Mr. Gerard home. Mr. 
Swope’s reports are confirmed by cablegrams 
from Amsterdam which state that the advoeates 
of the Tirpitz submarine policy now claim a 
majority of the Reichstag. 

Germany is watching the presidential contest 
in the United States as a keen and interested 
partisan. How keen and how interested that 
partisanship is may be estimated from these 
paragraphs of Mr. Swope’s dispatch: 

The defeat of President Wilson on Nov. 7 
would te greeted in thé German empire as a 
gigantic German victory, and I was told by 
Cabinet members and business men, soldiers 


and professors, that flags weuld be hung out 
of every window in honor of the occasion.. 


This feeling is predicated first upon the intense 
desire to smash President Wilson for his al- 
leged unneutral attitude toward Germany, and 
second, upon the belief. that Germany has much 
to expect from Mr. Hughes. 

From their point of view--the President’s 
defeat will imply the utter rejection of his foreign 
policy by the American people, with all that such 
rejection means to the German mind. Moreover, it 
will have been done by ‘German yotes in the 
publicly avowed purpose of destroying the Presi- 
dent politically for offending Germany. 

Official Germany may not know what Mr. 
Hughes will do, but it will know that the: Presi- 
cent has been defeated, and by the German vote, 
that Mr. Hughes will be without power until 
March 4 and that the Government of the United 
States will be adrift.
